I am always saddened when I hear people 
expressing hostility against the able health 
authorities to whom, each day, they owe their 
health and very life, and the health and lives 
of their loved ones. Even college graduates 
sometimes seem to think that the tremendous 
improvement in public health, with the almost 
complete banishment of formerly common 
and often fatal diseases, such as smallpox, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever 
dysentery cholera, pneu 
monia and mastoiditis has 
come about automatically 
Recently a lawyer said to 
me angrily, “You have your 
nerve, ascribing all these 
improvements in our health 
to medical research, boards 
of health, bacteriologists. 
physicians and others; why 
not give the credit to better 
food, better housing and 
advancing civilization?’ 

How I wished that that lawyer could have 
lived for a while around a place like. the 
Hooper Foundation, in San Francisco. 
search department of the University of Cali 
fornia, presided over for years by my old 
friend, Dr. Karl F. Meyer. Because he is a 
great expert on bacteriology and epide 
miology, until he retired, every time there 
appeared in California a very dangerous ep! 
demic of some usually fatal disease, he was 
quickly consulted by the anxious health of 
ficers. Often he would go to the affected 
locality to help the field workers to find the 
source of the infection, and nip the epidemic 
in the bud 


KEPT IN IGNORANCE 
in order to avoid 
and throwing them into a panic 
of the emergency was made in the papers 
and hence, when the, epidemic was over and 
the great danger averted, the people of the 
state had no knowledge of what had hap 
pened. What was unfortunate about this was 
that hundreds of thousands of good people 
like the lawyer who scolded me, had never 
heard of the fine and devoted men and women 
who had worked day and night to stamp out 
an epidemic, perhaps of bubonic 
the “Black Death” that killed 
people in Europe during the Middle Ages 
Even I do not know the names of 
bacteriologists who, every day .in 
see to it that the water J drink is free from 
dangerous germs I ought to know their 
names, if only that I might thank them oc 
casionally for their vigilance I Owe them 
so much—perhaps Thase of 
you readers who should go 
travelling in foreign where the 
drinking water is kept see 
how quickly you come down with dysentery 
Because people in North America live in 
such a blissful and ignorant state of security 
hundreds of thousands of 
even doubt if 
rickettsias and spirochetes produce the many 
infectious diseases that still affect us They 
speak of “the germ theory of disease” as if

10, 1936. The first message, 
from Bell's house in Brant- 
ford, sent over a loaned tele 
graph wire, was a one-way 
communication, but human 
voitves were understood dis- 
tinctly. The first reciprocal 
communication was between 
Bell in Boston and his assist- 
ant in Cambridge in October 
of the same year, 1876.
